It blew fo ftrong yefterday morning, that I with difficulty 
put eighty men on board the prize, but received only forty 
prifoners iw return, in performing which I fear two of our boats 
were loft. The difabled {tate of the prize,, together with the 
ftrong wind and heavy fea, induced me to make the fignal for 
immediate afliftance, which Commodore Elliot fupphed, by 
making the Queen’s fignal to afli(t the difabled fhip. 

At eight o’clock laft night they bore S. S. W. four miles 
ciffance of us : We lay-to till ten, in hopes of their joining, 
but not perceiving them, we bore up, and ran N. E. twenty- 
three miles till.day light, when, feeing nothing of them, we 
brought to, and at halt paft eight made fail to join the fqnadron.

Ths unfortuftate man feemed to have been fomething above forty 
years of age, about five feet fix inches high, flout nade, full-faced, 
thort tharp nofe, Jong.black. hair mixed with grey, and appeared to 
have been worn eithér clubbed or qued, the fore part combed back, 
frizzed and towpeed. In the place where he lay, there was found a {mall 
clue of baked hair, fach as is fometimes worn:to fapport a toupee, His 
hands were foft in the fingers, and palm, and had not the appeatance 
of a labouring mati’s. Pe: 

There was nothing on the body but an old blue grey coat, much 
torti, with white metal buttons on it, a of old blanket wrapped 
round his cheft, a pair of blue-grey worfted ings on his legs, femewhat 
lighter in the colour than the coat, with pieces. of old ftockings above 
them, and an old {tripped woollen night-cap on his head. Under his 
body was found the half of a flail, and-near it 3 wooden fnuffsbox, with 
a timber {topper and folded thong. In the pockct of the coat there was 
a very old rufty white-iron box, half full of fome tompofition refembling 
a mixture of pitch and tar. 

Stri& enquiries have been made under, the Sheriff's direfion, and 
advertifements put in all the Edinburgh sare qepets relative to the per 
fon found, hitherto without fuccels ; neither has ariy infotimation been 
received of any ‘on being a-mifling in North Britain, which creates 
a fufpicion that the body found may have been that of fome ftratiger. 

From the whole circumftances relating to this affair, there is great 
reafon for thinking that the petfon above defcribed was of a better fta- 
tion and rank in life; and that he had beer murdered not at the place 
where he was found, but brought and concealed there afterwards.
